The appraisal committeé of the At» 
ianta real estate board is working out 
a program whic! will lead to a more 
extended use of the board's services in 
making appraisals of real estate val- 
ues. The importance of these ap- 
rraisals is not recognized in Atlanta 
ay much ae it ig in some other cities; 
and it is hoped that the appraisal 
service furnished by the board will be 
more generally used, 

A corporation when it first obtains 
a tharter should have a scientific ap- 
praisal made of any real estate owned 
by the corporation, this being for the 
purpose of inventory and as an aid 
in making tax returns. After incor- 
porating, annual appraisals should be 
made eo that the company will know 
just where it stands as to the value 
of its real estate, and this frequently 
resulta in the saving of thousands of 
aollars in the way of income tax. 

It is not an avpraisal in the proper 
sense of the word for a corporation 
t» call up or approach a friendly real 
estate agent and ask for a caguesl 
as to the value of property. 
An opinion of this kind is worth just 
what it costs, end that is nothing. 
Appraisals that are of any aviue are 
made by a carefully selected commit- 
tee from the ceal estate board, con- 
sisting of men who are authorities on 
the values of elusses of property. 

These appraistls are made in an 
ay and are not affected 
by friendship or. personal relations, 


| but represent the actual value of the 


property and become a worth while 
certificate as to the company’s real 
assets. ‘The small fee charged by the 
hoard for this service will frequently 
he repaid ten times over in the knowl- 
ecge obtained.

HEN th® burglar or highway 
robber hides his face behind 
a mask he is doing something 
more than making it diffi- 

“ft cult or impossible for the vic- 

tims of his crime to identify him. 

Although he may think this is the 
only reason for his action, deep down 
in his subconscious mind there is an- 

other and still stronger reason. 

A mask, science thinks, actually 
makes a man feel braver; more con- 
fident of his. ability to match his 
Strength and cleverness against an- 
other’s or even against the law itself 
and to carry through successfully some 
desperate undertaking. 

If he is a novice in crime and the 
deed he is planning is one trom which 
his better nature shrinks, the mask 
goes a long way toward quieting his 
conscience and = strengthening his 
nerve.

Phe inthuence which the mask ex- 
erts to this day over men, whether 
they realize it or not, is a Survival 
from the days when primitive man 


relied on it to help protect him from 


the evil spirits with which he peopled 
the earth, air and water, the grave 
of the dead and even the bodies of 
many of his tellows. 

Although he stood in great terror 


ee he a 


of these spirits, he did not think them 
by any means unconquerable. By the 
exercise of a little ingenuity he be- 
lieved he could frighten them off, fool 
them into thinking he was a quite 
different person or in some other way 
divert them from their evil purpose. 
One of the first methods he devised 
for protecting himself against these 
spirits and one which he gradually 
found to be very effective was to dis- 
guise himself with a mask. His first 
‘false faces’ probably were very 
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times the colored juices of roots and 
berries smeared over his cheeks. 
When he as he imagined, 


what good service these devices ren-

dered in protecting him and his prop- 
erty and his family from all sorts of 
demons he began to improve on them 
and in the course of time produced 
innumerable weird distortions of hu- 
man faces and those of animals. 
Some of the masks that have come 
down to us from the very primitive 
days and others that are still in use 
among various Savage peoples are as

FUNHE masks were an important 

part of the great system of magic 
which was built up as an insurance 
against the hostility of the mysterious 
spirit world. At first every man at- 
tended to his own magic, but grad- 
ually it came to be regarded as so 
vital to human health and happiness 
that it was handed over to specialists 
who devoted themselves ‘exclusively 
to safeguarding whole families and 
tribes and nations. 

These specialists were called medi- 
cine men. They developed many new 
and still more uncanny masks and de- 
vised strange charms and magic rites 
to go with them. This was the be- 
ginning of primitive man’s religion 
and the mask was an essential part 
of it. 


Among the savages of the South 
Seas, Africa, South America and even 
of our own New Mexico and Alaska 


the mask is still employed much as it 
was in the days of earliest man. And 
im the

Everybody who has attended a mas- 
querade ball knows how much the 
wearing of masks contributes to the 
gayety of the affair. Their magic 
makes men and women who, without 
them, are the most staid and sober of 
persons as light hearted and playtul 
as children—the real ‘“‘cut-ups’’ of the 
party. 

And what an aid masks are to ro- 
mance! Many who have been too shy 
to put themselves in the way of Love 
stand boldly forth and beckon to him 
as soon as they lose their identities 
for a moment behind a mask. If he 
does not come quickly enough to suit 
their now ardent hearts they 
throw convention to the winds 
run after him. 

In many cities on Thanksgiving 
Day and other holidays children who 
would otherwise blush at the thought 
of begging put on masks and outland- 
ish costumes and go through the 
Streets asking everybody they mee 
for pennies. The disguising masks 
and garments they wear temporarily 
break down all the inhibitions which 
heredity and environment and train- 
ing in home and school have set up.

‘Masks and Demons,’”’ ‘“‘the natives 
gather together under the guidance of 
® Secret society to wear or display 
carved masks representing the depart- 
ed. These masks are, in fact, the in- 
carnate dead, and as each relative is 
recognized, the crowd shouts his name 
and makes wild lamentation. 

‘‘There are three kinds of masks 
worn at the mourning festival. <A 
crested mask, carved with almost the 
distinction of an African false face, 
is the only variety worn by the dan- 
cers of the secret society. In origin, 
at any rate, it is not spiritualistic. 

“The crest, which sug- 
gests both the Greek hel- 
met and the feather hel- 
met of Hawat, represents 
the hair of the dancer as 
it used to be arranged for 
the mourning ceremony. 
Bleached with lime and 
dyed yellow, it stood up 
in a great ridge above the

HO the ‘men were who de- 
ceived preity young Louise 
Lawon into admitting them 
into her New York apartment 
the other morning before she 
was dressed or fairly awake 
and then strangled her to death is a 
mystery the police ind her friends have 
not yet solved. and probably never 
will. 

But the life of the dead girl as it 
has been revealed by her millionaire ad- 
mirers .and Broadway chums and 
friends in her old home town in Texas 
holds a mystery that seems to be even 
more unfathomable than her 
death. 

Who was the real Louise Lawson, 
anyhow? That is the greater mystery. 

The two widely different versions of 
her life story which the police have pa- 
tienthy pieced together since her death 
show her to have heen possessed of 
two almost as widely different person- 
alities as the Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde 
of Robert Louis Stevenson’s immortal 
story.

Which of the directly opposite na- 
tures that inhabited this southern beau- 
ty’s pleasantly curving flesh and called 
themselves by her name was the real 
Louise Lawson. That is a question to 
puzzle not only the police, but grave 
psychologists and medical scientists. 

Was the real Louise Lawson the one 
who is mourned on the Main street of 
her native Texas village is an innocent, 
high-minded girl who met an unfortu- 
nate death while making a perfectly 
honotable struggle for fame and for- 
tune in the big city? 

Or was the real Louise Lawson the 
girl Broadway thinks it Knew—a very 
sophisticated young woman, a girl who 
had chosen the easiest way and was 
living in idle, diamend-studded luxury 
by matching her smiles and kisses 
against the desires of men willing to 
pay high enough for them? 

There can be no question of the sin- 
cerity of either Broadway's or Main 
street’s belief, nor of the soundness of 
the evidence on which each belief is 
based.

Words like these were often voiced 
by the prophetic priestess Pythia, who 
sat on her serpent-guarded tripod over 
the cleft in the rock at Delphi, trom 
which the prophecies and advice of 
the god Apollo were supposed to come 
in the form of a miraculous vapor. 

(On one occasion one of the awe- 
Struck worshippers who gathered 
about the tripod is said to have made 
bold to inquire: “But how can [| be 
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moderate when men rage turtously 
around me?’ 

“By gentleness,”’ was the reply of 
the Apollo-inspired priestess. “By 
controlling your temper, by thinking 
good of men, and not evil; but culti- 


vating thoughts and habits cf mind 
which ‘save,’ instead of those that ex- 
cite ard corrode.’ 


Such was the philosophy which 
George Cram Cook tried to grasp at 
Is very source and to weave into the 
reality of his life. When he could not 
succeed to the extent that he so earn- 
estly desired his heart was broken, 
many think, and he welcomed death. 


He has been-buried at Delphi, and 
perhaps no more fitting epitaph could 
be carved above his grave than the 
words he wrote after his first visit to 
this historic Spo! 

Here 
geology said its deepest word to the 
unforeseen hu.an spirit. 

“Does a god speak here? lhe val- 
ley and the mountains make such a

To their superstitious minds 
his death was the inevitable penalty 
tor having probed too deep'y into the 
incient mysteries of Delphi—myster- 
i¢s that never were meant for mortal 
minds to fathom. 

As the peasants remind on another, 
in ancient times it was only specially 
trained priests who were permitted to 
approach the oracle at Delphi ane in- 
terpret for the people the curious 
sounds that fell from Pythia’s lips 
while the miraculous vapor poured 
from the cleft in the rock.
